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REVIEW OF UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS AND 


IMPORTS IN 1950 


A brief summary of United Kingdom trade in December and the year 1950 was given in last week's issue of the 
Board of Trade Journal. The article below is a more detailed review of trade during the year. 


E VALUE of United Kingdom exports in 1950 was 
£2,170-1 million, an increase of £384-0 million (21 per cent.) 
compared with 1949. Imports rose by 14 per cent. to £2.602:9 

million and re-exports increased by £26-9 million to £85-0 million. 

While only a very small part of the increased value of imports 
was due to an increase in terms of volume, for United Kingdom 
exports it is estimated that the volume was 16 per cent. higher than 
in 1949 and 62 per cent. above the average for the year 1947. In 
the fourth quarter, the volume index of 175 was nearly one-fifth 
above the figure for the fourth quarter of 1949. Exports to North 
America in the year were valued (provisionally) at {238-9 million, 
75 per cent. more than in 1949 ; even after allowance is made for 
price increases this obviously represents a substantial increase in 
terms of volume. Imports from North America on the other hand 
(provisionally valued at £391 million) were 13 per cent. below the 
1949 value and the reduction in the volume of supplies was, of 
course, much greater. 

Exports of metals and engineering products again accounted for 
about half of the year’s exports. The total value, £1,072-3 million, 
was 20 per cent. higher than in the previous year and, in terms of 
volume, exports of this category (67 per cent. above the 1947 level) 
were 16 per cent. higher than in the previous year. Among the 
individual groups, iron and steel and manufactures and vehicles 
showed the most notable increases compared with 1949 both in 
value and volume. For textiles, on the other hand, the rise of 15 per 
cent. in value to £414-9 million, was largely due to higher prices, 
the volume in 1950 being only about 7 per cent. more than in the 
previous year. The value of woollen and worsted goods exported 
rose by 35 per cent. but the volume was up by only 16 per cent., 
while for cotton goods, where the total value exported in 1950 
was almost the same as in 1949 there was a decrease of about 7 per 





cent. in volume. Exports of other manufactured goods ({394-4 
million) was 29 per cent. above the 1949 figure, almost all of the 
increase being due to a higher volume of exports. 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco in 1950, £134-9 million, 
were 38 per cent. higher than in the previous year, partly as a result 
of higher prices for exports of spirits and of sugar. 

The value of United Kingdom exports of raw materials in 1950 
was £105-4 million compared with {81-6 million in 1949, The 
value of coal exported ({£49-9 million) was a little below the total 
for last year and most of the increase in this class was due to the 
higher value of exports of home produced or processed raw wool, 
etc., which were valued at {27-8 million ; this was over double the 
1949 figure, a large part of the rise being due to higher prices, 

The higher value of re-exports of raw wool, £289 million in 
1950 against £22-0 million in 1949, played a part in raising the value 
of re-exports of raw materials to £56-6 million in 1950 compared 
with £37-0 million in 1949 ; the quantity of wool re-exported fell 
from 136 million lb. to 114 million Ib. The value of rubber re- 
exported in 1950 was £8-6 million against £3-9 million in 1949 
but the quantity was unchanged. Re-exports of undressed fur 
skins rose from £5:3 million in 1949 to £10-2 million in 1950. 
Re-exports of food, drink and tobacco rose in value to £14-6 
million in 1950 against {11-8 million in 1949. 


Exports of Vehicles 


United Kingdom exports of vehicles in 1950 were valued at 
£407-1 million, 29 per cent. more than in 1949. New cars and chassis 
made up £116-6 million of this total, the number exported being 
398,302, more than one-half above the 1949 total of 257,943, 
Australia was again the largest market, taking 122,162 units but 
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her proportion of the total (31 per cent.) was Slightly lower than in 
1949 (33 per cent.). There was a striking increase in exports to 
Canada to 76,278 units (31,219 in 1949), while exports to Sweden 
rose from only 3,556 in 1949 to 23,892 in 1950 ; the number sent to 
the United States (19.980) was nearly three times that in 1949. ? 

Exports of commercial vehicles and chassis rose by 55 per cent. 
compared with 1949, to 144,558 (valued at £61-7 million) ; as in 
1949 Australia was the largest market and took 48,651, 34 per cent. 
of the total number, against 26,699 in 1949. Exports of agricultural 
tractors were lower in 1949 than in 1948, but in 1950 the number 
exported rose to 83,939, valued at £28-4 million, an increase of 
20,050 compared with the previous year. Exports to Australia, the 
largest single market, numbered 21,167. 

Exports of motor cycles rose from 65,108 in 1949 to 73,959 (valued 
at £7-0 million) in 1950, but there was a slight fall in the number of 
pedal cycles exported from 2,210,000 in 1949 to 2,110,000 (valued 
at £15-1 million) in 1950. 

The value of exports of locomotives and railway rolling stock was 
slightly above that in 1949 at £31-8 million. There were sharp falls 
in exports of main line locomotives to South Africa and British East 
Africa, but exports to India and Australia showed substantial rises, 
Exports of railway carriages to South Africa were appreciably higher. 

There was a small fall in exports of new ships and boats from 
482,000 gross tons in 1949 to 465,000 gross tons (valued at £41°8 
million) in 1950 ; as in 1949, over one-third of the tonnage exported 
was to Norway. 


Exports of Machinery 

The value of exports of machinery expanded by 14 per cent. com- 
= with 1949 to £316-9 million in 1950, the increase in volume 

ing about 8 per cent. 

India remained the largest market for machinery as a whole, but the 
value exported there in 1950 (£36-0 million) was £2-9 million less 
than in 1949 and was closely followed by Australia, which took 
machinery to the value of £33-4 million against £23-9 million in the 
previous year. Exports to South Africa were valued at £24-9 million, 
an increase of {2-7 million compared with 1949. 

Among the main types of machinery the only one which failed to 
show an increase was textile machinery, which showed a slight fall 
from £41-1 million in 1949 to £40-5 million in 1950 ; exports to India 
fell from £10-1 million to £7-7 million, and those to Egypt from 
£2-0 million to £1-1 million, but these falls were partly off-set by 
increased exports to Western Europe. The value of agricultural 
machinery exported rose from £6°3 million in 1949 to £9-5 million 
in 1950 ; exports to Australia were roughly double at £1-2 million. 

The total value of electrical machinery exported was £46-5 million, 
an increase of £6-°6 million compared with 1949, Exports of electric 
generating sets and generators included in this figure increased from 
£12:3 million to £16-4 million, small generators of not over 200 kilo- 
watts making up the bulk (£10-2 million) of the exports ; the 
market was the Soviet Union, which took £6-1 million in 1950 com- 
pared with £4-3 million in 1949, almost entirely in the class of small 
generators of not more than 200 kilowatts. For other types of electrical 
machinery the most important markets were South Africa (£5-7 
million), India (£4-4 million) and Australia (£3-5 million), 

The value of office machinery exported, £6-0 million, compared 
with £3-9 million in 1949, included £1:2 million to Australia, about 
double the value exported to that country in 1949. 


Exports of Iron and Steel 

The value of exports of iron and steel and manufactures in 1950 
was £156:1 million, an increase ot: {29-7 million or 24 per cent. com- 
pared with the previous year ; in terms of tonnage exports rose by 
30 per cent. During the year, Australia took 450,000 tons of iron 
and steel and manufactures, valued at £20-4 million, compared with 
only 197,000 tons valued at £11-0 million in the previous year, while 
for Canada, the second largest market this year, the increase was even 
more striking—from 66,000 tons in 1949 to 226,000 tons (valued at 
£9:1 million) in 1950. 

Within the group, the increase compared with 1949 in exports of 
finished manufactures of iron and steel was much less marked than 
that for crude, semi-finished and finished iron and steel, and this 
accounted for the fact that, in total, the tonnage showed a 
increase than the value. Exports of tinplate rose in value from £11°6 
million in 1949 to £15-5 million in 1950, the quantity increasing from. 
195,000 tons to 247,000 tons, while the tonnage of railway construction 
material exported increased from 202,000 tons (valued at £5-9 million) 
in 1949 to 310,000 tons (valued at £8-7 million) in 1950. 

The expansion in value of exports of non-ferrous metals- and 
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manufactures by 21 per cent. to £76°9 million in 1950 was largely 
accounted for by the higher value of shipments of tin blocks, ingots, 
etc., from £2-6 million to £10-6 million, due mainly to shipments tc 
the United States. Exports of platinum and alloys rose from £2-8 
million to £5-2 million, and of palladium, etc., from £2-4 million to 
£3-7 million. The quantities of aluminium, brass and copper and 
manufactures were all lower in 1950 than in the previous year, though 
for both brass and copper the 1949 values were exceeded. 

In the hardware, cutlery, etc., group, exports of hardware were about 
the same in value in 1950 (£4-8 million) as in 1949, but cutlery exports 
were higher at £5-3 million and exports of implements and tools 
went up from £17-0 million in 1949 to £18-5 miilion in 1950. 

There was a comparatively small increase of 6 per cent. in the value 
of exports of electrical goods and apparatus to £83-9 million in 1950. 
The quantity of electric cable and wire fell from 126,000 tons, valued 
at £25-4 million, to 109,000 tons, valued at £22-7 million, due partly 
to a reduction in shipments to India. The value of radio, etc., trans- 
mitters and radar equipment exported (£6°5 million) was more than 
double that in 1949, Sweden and France both taking over £1 million 
worth. Shipments of telegraph and telephone equipment expanded 
from £15-9 million to £17-0 million in 1950, Australia being the largest 
market with £5-6 million, against £3-8 million in 1949. 


Exports of Textiles 


The decline in the value of exports of cotton yarns and manufactures 
was arrested in the third quarter of 1950, and there was an appreciable 
increase in the fourth quarter ; nevertheless, the value of exports 
during the year at £158-4 million was slightly lower than in 1949, 
while in terms of volume, the decrease was about 7 per cent. 

The quantity of cotton yarn exported fell by 14 per cent. to 71 
million Ib., but the value was virt- 
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cent.) to £35-6 million, was very marked in the second half of the 
year and was shared by all the main types of apparel except cotton 
underwear. 


Exports of other Manufactures 


Exports of chemicals, etc., expanded steadily throughout the year 
and the total value was £107-4 million, about one-quarter more than 
in 1949. The value of drugs and medicines exported rose by 22 per 
cent. to £22-3 million, and paints, etc., by 18 per cent. to £139 
million. 

The value of exports of manufactured oils, fats and resins, was nearly 
one-half greater than in 1949 at £20-1 million. The expansion was 
due largely to higher exports of refined petroleum, 272 million gallons 
(valued at £12-8 million) compared with 101 million gallons in the 
previous year ; the rise in fuel oil was particularly marked. Exports 
of coke increased from 1-7 million tons in 1949 to 2-2 million tons 
(valued at £9-0 million) in 1950, while among pottery, glass, etc., the 
value of china exported rose from £3-2 million to £4-4 million. 

Exports of footwear were £9-6 million compared with £6-0 million 
in 1949, leather footwear rising by over 50 per cent. to £6°5 million, 
the quantity exported being 464,000 dozen pairs compared with 
328,000 dozen pairs in the previous year. The value of leather and 
manufactures exported was £16-2 million against £10-1 million in 
1949, and paper, cardboard, etc., rose from £22-0 million to £28-3 
million, there being a considerable increase in the value of shipments 
to Australia. Increased exports of newsprint to Australia (77,000 tons, 
valued at £2-9 million) in 1950 compared with 30,000 tons, valued at 
£1-3 million in 1949, were partly responsible. 

Among miscellaneous manufactures plastic materials exported 
increased in value from £5-2 million to £9-1 million, toys from £3-5 
million to £5-1 million, and

jewellery, etc., from £4-2 million 
to £9-4 million. 

Exports of food, drink and 
tobacco increased by 38 per cent. 
compared with 1949 to £134-9 
million in 1950. Spirits made up 
£28-1 million of the total, an 
increase of 39 per cent. in value, 
compared with the previous year ; 
the quantity exported rose from 








20 per cent., but among the smaller 
markets, exports to Sweden were nearly double the 1949 figure at 
18-7 million square yards, while those to Burma increased by 79 per 
cent. to 18-2 million square yards ; exports to Canada were 22 million 
square yards compared with 24 million square yards in 1949. 

Although the volume of woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures 
shipped was up, higher prices played an important part in increasing 
the value of these exports from {104-2 million in 1949 to £140-5 million 
in 1950. A feature of 1950 trade was the steady expansion which 
occurred after the second quarter of the year. The quantity of wool 
tops exported in the year rose by 21 per cent. compared with 1949 
to 73-0 million Ib., the value increasing from £18-6 million to £32-0 
million. There was a large increase in exports to Canada, and other 
markets which took more in 1950 than in 1949 were India and several! 
countries in Western Europe. Exports of yarns increased by 21 rer 
cent, to 35-2 million Ib., the value rising from £14-5 million to £20-3 
million. There was a sharp fall in exports to India, but shipments to 
Norway and Denmark rose substantially. Exports of woollen and 
worsted tissues showed a 10 per cent. expansion in 1950 to 127-3 
million square yards (value £68-8 million). Exports to South Africa, 
Australia, Canada, and India fell, but among countries where an 
increase was recorded were the United States, Sweden, Switzerland, 
and the Netherlands. Exports of carpets rose from 10-5 million square 
yards in 1949 to 12:2 million square yards in 1950, the value increasing 
from £10-5 million to £15-2 million ; Australia and New Zealand, the 
two main markets, took the bulk of the increase. 

The increase of 20 per cent. in the value of exports of silk and 
artificial silk yarns and manufactures to £50-1 million was almost 
entirely due to the higher volume of goods shipped, there being little 
change in the average price level in 1950 compared with 1949. Artificial 
silk piece-goods valued at £36°6 million made up nearly three-quarters 
of the total and showed a 17 per cent. expansion in quantity to 216 
million square yards. The quantity of linen piece-goods exported 
rose as compared with 1949 to 49-4 million square yards, valued at 
£11-5 million in 1950 ; exports to the United States increased by 
8-6 million square yards to 20-5 million square yards, over 40 per cent. 
of total exports. The rise in the value of apparel exported (21 per 


9,584,000 proof gallons to 
10,956,000 proof gallons. Exports of refined sugar (£35:2 million 
showed an increase of 82 per cent., the quantity shipped rising 
from 566,000 tons to 752,000 tons ; there were substantial increases 
in exports to Malaya and Switzerland. Exports of cigarettes in 1950 
showed a small increase in value at £18-4 million compared with 1949, 
but the quantity (41-0 million Ib.) was lower than in the previous year 
(44-9 million Ib.). 


Imports 


The value of imports in 1950 was £328-8 million (14 per cent. 
higher than in 1949. Of this rise £223-9 million was due to the in- 
creased value of raw materials imported which amounted to £997-1 
million an increase of 29 per cent. This was, however, largely the 
result of higher average values, the volume of imports being, on a 
preliminary estimate, not much more than 5 per cent. up*. Price 
increases were generally smaller in the other two classes. was 
probably a small reduction in the volume of food, drink and tobacco 
imported and the volume of manufactured goods imported was 
(again on a provisional estimate) practically unchanged compared 
with 1949. The bulk of these manufactured goods im: was 
again equipment and semi-finished materials for industrial use and 
refined petroleum, rather than finished consumer goods. 

The main changes in imports of food, drink and tobacco, which 
were valued at £1,023-8 million (an increase of £53-2 million compared 
with 1949) were increases in the value of imports of meat (to £196-0 
million) and of miscellaneous foodstuffs (to £182-1 million), partly 
offset by the decreased value of imports of grain and flour and dairy 
produce. 

The quantity of wheat imported in 1950 was about one-third lower 
than in the previous year, the value declining by £29-9 million to 
£92-8 million, mainly as a result of the fall in imports from Canada; 
imports from Australia were not much more + ae one-third of the

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Review of U.K. Exports and Imports—(Continued) 
quantity recorded in 1948 or 1949. There was also a fall in imports 
of flour by 27 per cent. to 429,000 tons (valued at £16-6 million) 
largely because of a reduction in supplies from Australia, alth 
imports from Canada, the main source of supply were also lower 
quantity terms. The quantities of barley, oats and maize imported 
were higher than in 1949, but less than in 1948 

The quantity of meat imported in 1950 was 8 per cent. more than 
in the previous year, the value rising by 28 per cent. to £196-0 million. 
Imports were high at the beginning of the year, but fell thereafter, 
largely owing to the curtailment of supplies from the Argentine ; the 
total quantity imported in the fourth quarter was less than four-fifths 
of the quantity received in the corresponding quarter of 1949, supplies 
from the Argentine being negligible. Imports of canned meat, 
however, were high in the third and fourth quarters, and the total 
quantity for the year was nearly one-third above that for 1949 ; the 
total value was more than double that in 1949, partly as a result of 
price increases and partly as a result of the import of higher-valued 
products such as tinned hams ({£8-6 million, compared with only 
£0-3 million in 1949). Imports of bacon were very high in the early 
part of the year, and the total for the year was over 75 per cent. above 
the low figure for 1949, supplies from the main source, Denmark, 
increasing from 80,000 tons in 1949 to 144,000 tons in 1950 ; imports 
from Canada were above the very low 1949 level. 


Lower Imports of Dairy Produce 

The fall in the value of dairy produce imported from £175-9 million 
in 1949 to £155-2 million in 1950 was due mainly to smaller imports of 
cheese and eggs. Imports of shell eggs fell from 210 million dozen to 
168 million dozen in 1950. Imports from Canada were very si 
and there was also a sharp fall in supplies from the Netherlands, 'but 
imports from Denmark rose to 102 million dozen, 61 per cent. of the 
total. The quantity of liquid and frozen eggs imported fell by 12 per 
cent,, but the value increased slightly to £4-8 million. The value of 
imports of dried eggs ({£3-0 million) was about the same as in 1949, 
but the quantity imported rose to over three times the 1949 figure 
owing to a five-fold increase in imports from the United States at 
much lower prices. Imports of sweetened condensed milk fell sharply 
to £1-4 million against £5-1 million in 1949. 

Imports of cheese amounted to 154,000 tons (valued at £27-6 
million), compared with 213,000 tons (valued at £38-5 million in 
1949). The quantity imported from the United States fell to less 
than one-fifth of the 1949 figure (in value to less than one-eighth) ; 
imports from the Netherlands and other Western European countries 
except Denmark were also lower and there were small reductions in 
supplies from Australia and New Zealand. New Zealand, nevertheless, 
remained the main source supplying 80,000 tons (52 per cent. of the 
total), 

Higher imports from Denmark (126,000 tons) raised the quantity 
of butter imported to the highest figure since 1939 ; imports from 
Australia (66,000 tons) and New Zealand (128,000 tons) fell slightly. 

There was an increase of one-third in imports of apples to 117,000 
tons, the highest quantity imported since 1939, though much less 
than in pre-war years. Canada accounted for most of the rise, but 
imports from Australia and New Zealand were also higher. Imports 
of oranges were slightly higher than in 1949 at 337,000 tons, although 
this was well below the post-war peak in 1948 because of continued 
low supplies from Israel. Imports of bananas, pears, tomatoes and 
onions were all lower than in 1949, although imports of onions rose 
from £4-0 million to £5-4 million despite a fall of 12 per cent. in the 
quantity ; imports of almonds also declined from 19,000 tons to 
17,000 tons, but the value rose from £2-8 million to £4-1 million. 

The value of aw cocoa imported rose from £20-7 million to £26:7 
million, but the quantity was 11 per cent. less at 130,000 tons. Brazil 
supplied 24,000 tons, 19 per cent. of the total against only 3 per cent. 
in 1949. British West Africa remained the main source, but the 
quantity imported from there decreased from 137,000 tons to 93,000 
tons. Sharp increases in supplies from the Irish Republic and the 
Netherlands raised the value of cocoa preparations imported from 
£3-7 million in 1949 to £10-2 million in 1950. 

With the rise in coffee prices the value of coffee imported was nearly 
doubled in 1950 at £11-0 million, but the quantity was 9 per cent. 
lower than in 1949. Imports of tea were also reduced from 474 million 
Ib, to 369 million Ib., and the value declined by £8-9 million to £57-4 
million. Imports of rum were lower at 7-9 million proof gallons against 
10-2 million proof gallons in 1949, but there was an increase in both 
the quantity and value of wine imported. 

The rise in the value of miscellaneous foodstuffs imported by 12 per 
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cent. to £182-1 million was mainly attributable to the higher value of 


sugar supplies, £80-3 million against £65-7 million in 


1949 ; the quantity, however, was slightly lower at 2-1 million tons. 
Imports from Cuba, the main source, rose by 21 per cent. to 890,000 
tons, 42 per cent. of the total ; there were also small increases in 


no supplies from Mexico which sent 66,000 tons in 1949. 

Imports of both fresh and canned fish were very much lower than 
in 1949, and supplies of dried fruit were lower, but there were increases 
for other preserved fruits and preserved tomat Among the 
remaining commodities in the miscellaneous foodstuffs group, the 
value of biscuits imported rose to £2-7 million, the quantity being 
about double the 1949 figure at 16,000 tons, and over seven times 
the quantity imported in 1948 ; imports of lard were almost negligib 
while the quantity of dates imported fell to under 40 per cent. o! 
supplies in the previous year. 

The steady decline in our imports of tobacco from the United 
States from the high level just after the end of the war continued 
last year with a further reduction of 10-4 million Ib. to 143-8 million 
Ib., or only 56 per cent. of imports in 1938, but this trend was again 
offset by increased supplies from other sources, mainly Southern 
Rhodesia, India, and, to a small extent, Canada ; Greece and Turkey 
supplied only 11-8 million Ib. in 1950 compared with 25-8 million tb. 
in 1949. The weight of tobacco imported, in total, was slightly above 
that in 1949, but there was an increase of 23 per cent. in value to 
£64-6 million. 


Imports of Materials 

The rise in the value of raw materials imported to £997-1 million; 
29 per cent. more than in 1949, was shared by nearly all commodity 
groups, but was most marked in the case of saw cotton, etc., raw 
wool, etc., and rubber, and followed the steep rise in the market prices 
of these materials. The quantity of raw sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
imported in 1950 (704 million lb.) was 14 per cent. lower than in 1949, 
although the value was nearly 50 per cent. higher at £185-5 million, 
and for raw cotton, where there was virtually no change in the quantity 
imported, the value rose about one-quarter. The quantity of raw 
rubber imported, 253,000 tons, was 36 per cent. higher than in 1949, 
and the value increased by 173 per cent. 

There was little change in the sources of supply of raw wool, but 
for rubber supplies from Indonesia expanded to 25,000 tons, about 
10 per cent. of the total compared with 3 per cent. in 1949. 

The value of raw cotton imported rose from £118-9 million to 
£151-0 million, but the quantity imported (451,000 tons) was slightly 
lower. The value of imports from the United States (£39-9 million) 
was 4 ge emp! the same as in 1949, but there was a fall of about one- 

ird in the quantity to 130,000 tons. 

Both the quantity (1,186,000 tons) and value (£56-8 million) of 
seeds and nuts for expressing oil were lower than in 1949, but, with 
high imports of linseed oil and palm oil, the total quantity of vegetable 
oils imported (491,000 tons, valued at £49-6 million) was about 
10 per cent. higher, and imports of unrefined whale oil amounted to 
159,000 tons (£12°9 million), the highest quantity since 1940. 

With the increase in refining capacity in this country there was a 
big increase in our imports of crude petroleum with some reductions 
in those of refined oils. Larger supplies of crude petroleum, 2,377 
million gallons, valued at £74-5 million, 831 million gallons more than 
in 1949, accounted for the bulk of the rise of £39-3 million in the value 
of oils, oilseeds and nuts imported, the total for 1950 being £210-7 
million. Imports of crude oil from the Protected States in the Persian 
Gulf (mainly Koweit) were over 75 per cent. greater at 938 million 
gallons, and those from Iran rose by over 80 per cent. to 608 million 
gallons. Imports of all the main types of refined petroleum were 
lower than in 1949 ; the total quantity imported fell by 408 million 
gallons (13 per cent.), though the value (£119-1 million) was about 
12 per cent. higher. The quantity of motor spirit imported was down 
by 9 per cent., the heavy reductions in supplies consigned from the 
United States and the Netherlands Antilles being only partly made up 
by increases from Venezuela and other sources. 


Fall in Imports of Timber 

Wood and timber was the only group Of tite raaitialle Sat Wilda 4 
lower value of imports was recorded in 1950 than in 1949. The 
reduction (6 per cent., to £93-3 million) was attributable to lower 
imports of softwood and pitprops, partly offset by higher imports of 
hardwood. 

Imports of softwood fell from 1,072,000 standards (valued at 
£56°3 million) in 1949 to 796,000 standards (valued at £42°3 million) 
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‘n 1950. The three main sources in 1949—Canada, Finland and 
Sweden—all showed substantial reductions, but supplies from the 
Soviet Union which sent about one-fifth of the 1950 total, were almost 
double those in 1949. The quantity of pitprops imported in 1950 
was 364,000 piled cubic fathoms (valued at £7-3 million), a decrease of 
35 percent. ; imports from Canada were reduced to negligible propor- 
tions and there was a sharp fall in supplies from Sweden. Imports of 
sleepers from Canada also declined sharply. Higher imports of 
hardwood, especially from France, raised the total for 1950 to 
57-2 million cubic feet (valued at £30-0 million), over 60 per cent. 
more than in 1949. Imports of woodpulp showed a further small 
increase in 1950 ; the quantity of newsprint imported (139,000 tons) 
was about one-quarter lower than in 1949, the increase in total imports 
of paper and board from 464,000 tons to 670,000 tons being due 
mainly to increased supplies of board from the Netherlands, Sweden 
and Finland. 

Among non-ferrous ores, imports of tin ore and concentrates, while 
the same in quantity as in 1949, increased from £13-6 million to 
£17-6 million in terms of value. A large part of the rise in the value 
of imports of non-ferrous metals was due to the higher value of imports 
of unwrought copper; the quantity (318,000 tons) was almost 
unchanged, but the value rose from £39-1 million to £50-8 million. 

The value of zinc imports was also increased, though the quantity 
was virtually unchanged ; the only important reduction was that of 
8 per cent. in the quantity of lead imported, the value falling by £5-3 
million to £14-7 million. The value of imports of iron and steel and 
manufactures fell from £37-5 million to £24:9 million, the very heavy 
reduction in steel imports from the United States and Belgium being 
only partly offset by increased supplies from France. 

Supplies of jute were 112,600 tons (value £13-1 million) against 
95,500 tons in 1949, and among other textile materials, supplies of 
flax, largely from Belgium, were nearly one-half higher in quantity 
in 1950 at 32,500 tons (valued at £8-8 million) than in 1949. 

There was a heavy reduction (41 per cent.) in the quantity of jute 
piece-goods imported, and cotton piece-goods also showed a reduction 
compared with the very high 1949 level, with smaller quantities of 
grey piece-goods imported from both Germany and Japan. The total 
value of textile yarns and manufactures (including carpets and apparel) 
imported, however, increased from £78-0 million to £90-7 million. 
Imports from O.E.E.C. countries, other than Germany, were roughly 
one-quarter higher than in 1949, forming over half! of the 1950 total 
value, and imports from the sterling area showed a substantial 
increase. 


Imports of cattle hides were slightly lower than in 1949. The value 
of undressed fur skins (except rabbit skins) imported rose from £6-9 
million in 1949 to £13-8 million in 1950, with a corresponding rise 
from £5-3 million to £10-2 million in re-exports. 


Film to Publicize British Wool 
Exports 


N EXPERIMENT in co-operation between industry and the 

Government was demonstrated at the Savoy Hotel, London, 
on Monday, when a large audience, including members of the wool 
industry, were invited by the President of the Board of Trade and the 
Chairman of the National Wool Textile Export Corporation, to see 
a new film “‘ The Dancing Fleece.’’ The film has been made by the 
Crown Film Unit for the Board of Trade and the wool industry, and 
is designed to stimulate overseas interests in United Kingdom wool 
exports. A demand exists overseas for films which describe British 
industry, without directly advertising it, and the Board of Trade has 
tried in recent years to meet this demand, where necessary by making 
the films themselves, but welcoming, where possible, the help of the 
industry concerned. 

Not only is the film an experiment in co-operation between Govern- 
ment and industry, it is also an experiment in the application of 
artistic technique to an industrial subject. It is a ballet in Technicolor 
with choreography by Harold Turner and music by Alan Rawsthorne, 
and forms a departure from the usual straight forward documentary 
treatment. British fashion is represented in the dresses specially 
designed for the film by Norman Hartnell. These were shown before 
the film started, together with a selection of models in wool by members 
of the Incorporated Society of London Fashion Designers. 

The film is intended for distribution in all parts of the world and 
should convince the overseas public that the design and quality of 
British woollen fabrics is unequalled. 
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Import and Export Prices in 
December 


THE PRICE INDEX for total imports in December showed a rise 

of 2 per cent. compared with November and 50 per cent. compared 
with the average for 1947. The bulk of the rise was again attributable 
to the increase in the index for raw materials (from 185 to 195). A 
rise in raw wool was mainly responsible for the increase in this class, 
but there were also rises in many other commodities including hides 
and skins, rubber and raw cotton. The fall of one point in the index 
for food, drink and tobacco was due largely to lower prices for oranges. 

The exports price index rose by a further 2 points to 127 per cent. 
of the 1947 average. The increase of 3 points in textiles (to 138) was 
mainly due to higher prices of woollen and worsted goods, while 
increases for non-ferrous metals and manufactures were mainly 
responsible for the rise of one point in the index for metal goods. 
There was a further increase of two points in the index for other 
manufactured goods, but this category still showed the smallest 
increase in price (16 per cent.) compared with 1947.

ONDON FASHION Fortnight will take place this year from 

Wednesday, May 30 to Wednesday, June 13. During these two 

weeks it is intended to give the overseas buyer a comprehensive 
view of the creative activity of the British fashion industry. 

Plans for the programme are already well advanced, and below are 
some details of events already arranged. . 

On Wednesday, May 30, at 11 a.m., the Fortnight opens with a 
parade of tailored coats and suits at Grosvenor House, Park Lane, 
which will give an indication of the styles'of smart tailor-mades for 
autumn. Organizers are the Mantle and Costume Manufacturers’ 
Export Group. (Mr. A. J. Dannhorn, 55 Upper Berkeley Street, 
W.1. Ambassador 3543.) 

An exhibition of rayon fashion fabrics opens at the Rayon Industry 
Design Centre, 1 Upper Grosvenor Street, W.1, on Thursday, 
May 31. At this exhibition visitors can see the newest and best in 
rayon fabrics. The Information Office for the Fashion Fortnight 
will also be at this address and visitors will be able to obtain help in 
locating the various displays, and in contacting manufacturers and 
the secretaries of the trade associations. Organizer: Miss Fox, 
1 Upper Grosvenor Street, W.1. 

On the same day the Parade of Fashion Rainwear—a successful 
innovation last year—will take place at Grosvenor House. The 
parade will be larger and even more varied than before and will show 
British styling and craftsmanship again supreme in this field. 
Organizers are the members of the Rubber-Proofed Garment 
Manufacturers’ Association. (Mr. M. M. Mendelssohn, 55 Cross 
Street, Manchester.) 

A combined display of tailored coats and suits will probably be staged 
at Gunters, Stanhope Gate, Park Lane, from May 30 to June;1. 
Organizers are the Coat and Costume Section of the Apparel and 
Fashion Industry’s Association. (Mr. Wardman, Morley House, 
320 Regent Street, W.1.) 

On Monday, June 4, and during the three following days, the 
Jersey Fashion Parades will be staged twice daily at Gunters, when 
15 houses will be showing. ‘These parades will be in the same inti- 
mate style as in previous years and as the audience will be limited 
to 200, everyone will be within 10 feet of the models and able to see 
every detail of the garments shown. Both home and export buyers 
will be invited and have the opportunity of meeting representatives 
of the participants. Organizers: The Jersey Section of A.F.I.A. 
(Mr. Wardman). 

On Wednesday and Thursday, June 6 and 7, the Parades of Fur 
Fashions will take place at 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. in the Petit Salon, 
Derry and Toms, Kensington High Street. These parades will 
present a carefully selected and representative collection of the best 
of British-styled furs. Organizers are the British Fur Trade Alliance 
(Miss P. Parratt, Mansion House Station Buildings, Cannon Street, 
E.C.4). 

‘Dresses for Everywoman Parades,”’ so successful last year, will take 
place at Gunters on Monday afternoon, June 11, and during the three 
following days. Twenty-four firms will participate. This year there are 
no restrictions on the price range of the garments to be displayed, 
so that buyers will be able to see an even wider variety of fashions. 
These parades will follow the same pattern as the Jersey Parades 
mentioned above. Organizers: A.F.I.A. (Mr. Wardman). 

The Twelfth Co-ordinated Collection of Model Millinery for home 
and export, organized by The Associated Millinery Designers of 
London, will be shown at the Dorchester Hotel, Park Lane, on Monday 
afternoon, June 11. 

During the Fortnight there will be an exhibition of contemporary 
British costume jewellery at the Design and Research Centre for 
the Gold, Silver and Jewellery Industries. Organizer: Mr. Stanley 
Wright, Director of Design, Goldsmiths Hall, Foster Lane, E.C.2. 

In addition to these events, others are being organized. They 
include an exhibition of silk fashion fabrics (Silk and Rayon Users’ 
Association, 49 Park Lane, W.1.) and possibly exhibitions of other 
fabrics, and children’s wear. 

The publicity campaign is well-advanced and 6,450 invitation 
cards have gone to overseas buyers in 68 countries. They have been 
followed by personal letters, in three languages, drawing attention 
to the success of last year’s events and to plans to make Fashion 
Fortnight, 1951, worthy of the Festival Year. 

All over the world, official representatives of Great Britain, the 
Commercial Diplomatic Officers and Trade Commissioners, are 
stimulating interest in the Fortnight and the British fashion industry 


by ensuring that invitations and information reach all those likely to 
be interested. These officials are being supplied with the latest 
news to enable them to answer all enquiries in their own areas. 

Announcements have been made in the publicity material issued 
for the British Industries Fair and, in the United States, a series of 
full-page advertisements for the B.I.F. will carry references to the 
Fortnight. The British Travel Association’s publication, Coming 
Events, will include a special article. Special invitations are also 
being distributed through shipping houses. 


Discoveries Book 


Not least among the attractions which London offers to the overseas 
buyer are the displays of the large stores and small speciality shops. 
A buyer likes to look round the shops to see what there is of unusual 
interest, whether as a buyer for an overseas firm or simply as an indi- 
vidual. ‘To know what a buyer chooses or would like for her personal 
use or to give her friends, is to have a valuable guide to the tastes of 
the overseas markets. 

In this year’s Fashion Fortnight overseas guests will be given an 
opportunity to tell of their off-duty discoveries. At the Information 
Office a “Discoveries Book”’ is to be kept, in which overseas visitors 
will be invited to record any personal purchases which have expecially 
pleased them. The book will be available at most of the combined ~ 
parades, and at the close of the Fortnight it is hoped to summarizeits ~ 
contents for the benefit of British exporters. 

The Fortnight has been planned to take place at the height of the ~ 
London Season when the wide range of events will afford the visitor ~ 
an insight into the most varied aspects of the British way of life. ~ 
Not only will all the interests and amusements of the Festival of 
Britain be at their disposal, but they can, if they wish, see the Derby 
run on May 30 and visit Royal Ascot on June 12-15. 

The historic ceremony of Trooping the Colour takes place on 
June 7, and the opening of the Royal Tournament at Earls Court, 
and of the Richmond Royal Horse Show takes place on the same day. 
The first Test Match against South Africa will be played at 
Nottingham from June 9-12, and the International Lawn Tennis 
Championships at Wimbledon begin on June 25. Music lovers can 
visit the Mozart Opera Festival, which is held in the lovely surround- 
ings of Glyndebourne in Sussex between June 20 and July 22. 

The number of firms participating actively in the Fashion Fort- 
night increases from year to year, as the long-term advantages to be 
gained from its world-wide publicity are realized. While the original 
object was less to increase immediate business than to create conditions 
in which future business could be done, participating firms have found ~ 
that a not inconsiderable volume of orders has resulted directly. © 
There is still room for a much wider range of goods to be shown and 
a greater variety of firms to participate, and all the associations which 
are co-operating would welcome additions to the ranks of exhibitors. 

Intending visitors will appreciate that accommodation in London 
during Festival Year will be less easy to find than usual, and are 
strongly recommended to make hotel arrangements as early as possible.

Utility Mattresses, Pillows and 
Bolsters 


ALL SPECIFICATIONS for Utility mattresses, pillows and 

bolsters are revised, the number of separate specifications are 
reduced, and the maximum prices for these articles are increased by 
two new Board of Trade Orders which come into operation on 
January 29. 

The main alterations in the specifications are :— 

Two-inch plain bordered soft mattresses are withdrawn from the 
Utility range.

Unbacked fibre pads are permitted as an alternative to coir fibre 
interlaced on hessian pads as basic upholstery in spring interior 
mattresses. 

Mattresses containing woollen felt (as a filling in soft mattresses 
and as surface upholstery in spring interior mattresses) have now 
been given separate grade symbols and are no longer specified as 
alternatives to mattresses embodying cotton felt for the same 
purposes, 

A new ticking Specification 7610 has been added for pillows 
containing feathers, feathers and downs, or kapok. 

Except for the thickness of mattresses, minimum dimensions 
have been substituted for the fixed dimensions specified hereto- 
fore. 

New grade symbols are provided for all the revised specifications. 

A manufacturer must now include in all invoices furnished in 

relation to Utility mattresses, pillows and bolsters bearing the new 
grade symbols a description of the filling and, in the case of spring 


interior mattresses, of the basic and surface upholstery ; and, after 
July 1, 1951, a manufacturer may not supply any Utility mattress, 
pillow or bolster manufactured by him unless it bears a sewn label 
describing such filling or basic and surface upholstery (as the case 
may be). 

Manufacturers’ maximum prices for the mattresses, pillows and 


bolsters now included in the Utility range are no longer specified in 
the Manufacture and Supply Order; they are mow fixed by the 
Utility Mattresses, Pillows and Bolsters (Maximym Prices) Order 
1951. Manufacturers’ maximum prices for Utility mattresses, pillows 
and bolsters manufactured and marked before the commencement of 
the present Order under the provisions of the Utility Bedding (Manu- 
facture and Supply) Order, 1950 (S.I. No. 162 of 1950) will, however, 
continue to be controlled by the relevant provisions of that Order. 

The Maximum Prices Order fixes manufacturers’ maximum prices 
—which are also overriding maximum prices for wholesalers—for 
mattresses, pillows and bolsters bearing the new grade symbols 
prescribed in the Manufacture and Supply Order. Wholesalers’ and 
retailers’ maximum prices for all Utility articles are fixed, as hereto- 
fore, by reference to margins on price paid. Prices for all adult-size 
mattresses (except bed-settee mattresses) are fixed for single and double 
widths instead of by reference to 6-in. variations in width. 

The new maximum prices on the basis described in the foregoing 
paragraph represent substantial increases on those now current. 
They were fixed after careful consideration by the Board of Trade in 
response to a request by the industry for adjustments to cover increases 
in the prices of all covering materials and soft fillings. The most 
serious raw material increase is that in the price of cotton felt, which, 
in turn, is mainly due to the sharp rise in the price of imported cotton 
waste. Accordingly, maximum prices for soft cotton felt mattresses 
have had to be increased by some 55 per cent. to 60 per cent. In the 
case of spring interior mattresses, increases vary between 16 per cent. 
and 27 per cent. Pillow prices are increased on average by about 
25 per cent. Retailers’ maximum prices are now inclusive of cost of 
poo I to premises within 15 miles of the shop at which the goods 
are so

Extended Range and Revised 
Maximum Prices for U-Quilts 


THE RANGE of Utility quilts is extended and increases in maximum 
prices are sanctioned by two new Board of Trade Orders which 
will come into force on January 29. 

In the new Order governing manufacture and supply, the principal 
changes are as follows :—— 

The existing schedules have been re-grouped under the general 
headings of Utility Filled Quilts and Utility Wadded Quilts. 

In the Utility Filled Quilts Schedule, all quilts containing a filling

A new filling, layered cotton and wool, derived from virgin raw 
materials, is now included under the Wadded Quilts Schedule. 

A new and larger type of quilt, known in the trade as a Quilted Quilt, 
with a special type of cotton felt as filling, is now introduced in a 
separate Schedule of its own. 

Three new cloths, Nos. 7630 and Nos. 7501 and 7502, are now 
specified for certain quilts previously included in the Utility 
range ; these are identified in the Order by an asterisk. The new 
cloths are also specified for quilts with the new filling of layered 
an and wool and, in the case of No. 7502 only, for the Quilted 

ilt. 

The minimum quality price for the filling of feathers and downs for 
feather-down quilts has been raised to 6s. 6d. per Ib 

The Maximum Prices Order fixes maximum and overriding maxi- 
mum prices for the new specifications, and increased maximum prices 
for existing specifications ; and it defines the retailer’s maximum 
price as inclusive of the cost of delivery to premises within 15 miles of 
the shop at which the goods are sold 

Higher maximum prices for quilts were requested by the manu- 
facturers to cover the increased cost of all fillings and covering materials. 
After a careful review, the Board of Trade have agreed to permit 
advances averaging 20 per cent. in the case of feather and down quilts, 
26 per cent. in the case of wadded quilts, and 16 per cent. in the case 
of kapok quilts. 

The new Orders are the Utility Quilts (Manufacture and Supply) 
Order 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 89), price 4d. (by post, 5d.), which 
supersedes the Utility Quilts (Manufacture and Supply) Order 1950

(THE FOURTH settlement in the European Payments Union, 
covering the month of December 1950 has now taken place. 

The operation disclosed a sterling surplus for the month of 
£20,444,286 (57,244,000 units of account equivalent in value to 
United States dollars). From this must be deducted £4,354,643, 
which represents the extent to which other member countries used 
their “ existing resources,” i.e., sterling in their possession before 
June 30, 1950, to meet net deficits with the Union. 

The United Kingdom now stands as a creditor in the books of the 
Union for {88,382,857 (247,472,000 units), including £228,571 in 
respect of interest. 

The cumulative net surplus of the United Kingdom has led to a 
further gold payment by the Union to the United Kingdom of 
£8,158,929, making a total to date of £12,668,214. This figure is

Sweden’s Sterling Balance

A mcuthe Jas OF visitors to the United Kingdom during the nine 
months January to September 1950 numbered more than 507,000, 
an increase of 11 per cent. over the corresponding period of 1949. 
Commonwealth visitors arriving direct by sea increased by 8 per 
cent., and those arriving by air by 12 per cent. The number of 
foreign visitors arriving by air during the first nine months of 1950 
increased by 30 per cent. compared with the corresponding period of 
1949, while the number arriving by sea increased by 6 per cent. over 
the same period. For arrivals by sea and air taken together, Common- 
wealth visitors increased by 9 per cent. and foreign visitors by 12 
per cent. compared with January to September 1949.

‘The total number 
of Commonwealth visitors arriving in the United Kingdom from 
January to September was nearly 105,000, an increase of 9 per cent.

A new table has been prepared, giving details of visitors from the 
Western Hemisphere (excluding the non-self-governing Common- 
wealth countries in this area). Almost all these visitors spend dollars, 
and during the first three-quarters of 1950 there were 21 per cent. 
more of them arriving in this country than in the corresponding 
months of 1949. United States visitors and nationals of the Central 
and South American countries increased in numbers by 29 per cent., 
while Commonwealth visitors from this area, resident mainly in 
Canada and the United States, increased by 3 per cent. over the same 
period.

In the first eleven months of 1950, there were over 457,000 foreign 
visitors, an increase over 1949 of 10 per cent. Of this number, over 
308,000 were of European nationalities, an increase of 3 per cent. 
on 1949. Arrivals of visitors of non-European nationalities increased 
by 33,663 (29 per cent.), all but 5,607 of this increase being among 
nationals of Western Hemisphere countries. There were also, 
during January to November 1950, 37,154 United States nationals 
in transit through the United Kingdom on their way to other destina- 
tions, an increase of 20 per cent. compared with 1949.

Amendment of Knitted Goods 
Schedule and Order 


A NEW supplement to the Schedule of Utility Knitted Goods 

(Supplement No, 2 to Schedule L), authorized under a Board of 
Trade Order, introduces one new specification, for a woman’s knicker, 
with a consequential amendment to an existing specification. It 
amends the all-wool specification for men’s pullovers, cardigans and 
slipovers and children’s slipovers, pullovers and jerseys, to include 
mixtures of wool with other fibres, and cancels some of the existing 
specifications for these garments. 

The new supplement permits increases in the manufacturers’ 
maximum prices for the three specifications of astrakhan stockinette, 
chiefly used for gloves. The increases are due to the increase in the 
prices of raw wool, and amount on the average to 14 per cent. The 
manufacturers’ maximum price for knitted fleece fabric, chiefly used 
for children’s bodices and gaiter overalls, has also been increased in 
this case by 9 per cent. There are consequential increases in the 
prices of the bodices and gaiter overalls. The increases, which have 
been requested by the manufacturers, have been granted after a 
detailed review by the Board of Trade. 

The Amendment Order to the Knitted Goods (Manufacture and 
Supply) (Amendment No. 2) Order 1951, which brings this supple- 
ment into force, is S.I. 1951 No. 81 price 2d. (by post, 3d.). This 
Order also amends the current Knitted Goods (Manufacture and 
Supply) Order, S.I. 1950 No. 1635 and the amendment thereto, 
S.1. 1950 No. 1855 ; it permits a manufacturer of knitted goods to 
mark his goods with a trade mark of which he is the proprietor or a 
registered user, instead of with his code identification letters ; and it 
limits to 5 per cent, the percentage uplift on scheduled prices allowed 
to a manufacturer selling direct to a retailer, in cases where the manu- 
facturer has no regular selling organization for supplying the retail trade.

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Output Maintained during November 


On BY the cotton industry during the five weeks ended 
December 2 was at about the same high rate as during the previous 

four weeks. The weekly average weight of all single yarn spun 
was the same as in , a small fall in the coarse and medium 
counts being offset by slightly higher production of finer counts and a 
rise in the output of spun rayon and mixture yarns. Compared with 
a year earlier, production was up by 5 per cent. in total, spun rayon, 
etc., rising by 42 per cent. Cotton waste yarn rose by 3 per cent. 
over the year. 

Average weekly production of doubled yarn during November was 
the same as in October and 9 per cent. more than in November 1949, 
the “up to 26's” rising by about a seventh over the year, and the 
** over 26’s’’ by 1 per cent. 

In the weaving section of the industry the weekly average amount of 
cloth produced was the same as in October and nearly a tenth more 
than in November 1949. Cotton cloth fell by 1 per cent. over the 
month, but was 7 per cent. higher than a year earlier, while rayon and 
mixture cloths were the same as in October, and about a sixth more 
than in November 1949. 

Employment in the cotton industry rose sharply during the period. 
‘There were about 550 more spinners and 110 more doublers at work 


on December 2 than on October 28, and in the weaving section the 
numbers rose by 630. Out of the total increase of 1,290, there were 
1,080 women. 

Compared with a year earlier, there were over 3,000 more spinners, 
nearly 700 more doublers, and about 6,100 more weavers at work. 
On December 2 the number of spinners actually at work on cotton 
and spun rayon represented 92°6 per cent. of those on the employers’ 
books. 

Machine activity increased considerably during the period, the 
weekly average of the total mule equivalent of single yarn spindles 
running being 110,000 more than in October and 420,000 more than 
in November 1949. The weekly average of doubling spindles ruaning 
on cotton was 3,000 more than in the previous month and 96,000 
more than a year earlier, while the average of looms running was 1,200 
more than in October and 14,000 more than in November 1949.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of intevest to industry answered in Parliament. 


TUESDAY JANUARY 23 
Export of Raw Materials 


Asked what action he was taking to prevent strategic raw materials, 
under British control, being shipped, under contract, to potentially 
hostile countries, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold 
Wilson, replied that a wide range of goods of strategic importance, 
including a number of raw materials, was subject to Board of Trade 
licensing control on export from the United Kingdom. Security 
considerations were taken into account in deciding whether an 
export licence could be granted. The general position was being 
kept under constant review. 


Newsprint Supplies 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Hervey 
Rhodes, said he understood that the Newsprint Supply Company had 
succeeded in placing sufficient orders in Canada and elsewhere to 
make it reasonable to hope that the present level of distribution of 
newsprint could be maintained. But before consumption could be 


increased it would obviously be necessary to build up our stocks to 
a more normal level. 


Raw Material for Paper Making 


Asked to what extent raw material for paper making was at present 
in short supply ; and approximately how many tons were used to 
manufacture Christmas cards and for catalogues for luxury goods, 
Mr. Rhodes replied that the quantities of paper-making materials 
now being imported were greater than at any time! since the end of 
the war, but supplies were still rather less than the quantities required 
to maintain the industry at full operation. He had no information 
regarding the quantities of material used for the manufacture of 
Christmas cards and catalogues, but the proportion of the total must 
be very small. 


Waste Paper Salvage 


Since the mills launched their new salvage campaign in November 
last, about 200 Councils had decided to resume the separate collection 
of waste paper and about 800 had entered for the salvage contest, 
Mr. Rhodes said. ‘This should shortly result in improved collections, 
but it was still too early for results to be reflected in the statistics of 
mills’ receipts, the latest returns of which for November 1950 were 
about 1,000 tons a week below the rate of consumption. 


Import of Machinery for Textile Industry 


Asked whether, in the interests of the modernization of plant in the 
textile industry, he would remit import duty on machinery imported 
into this country in cases where the delivery of comparable British 
machinery was 12 months or more, the President said that the par- 
ticular conditions in which duty was remitted on machinery were 
constantly under review and he was, of course, always ready to consider 
representations on this matter from the users and the makers of 
machinery. 

Exports of Tinplate 
Exports of tinplate during January to October 1950, to France, 


Netherlands and Belgium were 128 tons, 5,177 tons and 557 tons, 
respectively, valued at £14,934, £335,710 and £37,496, it was stated. 


Derequisitioning of Hotels 


Questioned as to why the owners or owners’ agents were not 
consulted when it was considered possible to derequisition four 
London hotels, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Arthur 
Bottomley, replied that he did not agree that the owners’ agents were 
not consulted. These consultations were, however, informal. He 
was sorry if the agents did not appreciate that the Board of Trace 
would have carried on with the arrangements for the release of the 
premises from requisition, if they had known that any hotel-keeper 
was willing to take them over, and run them as hotels catering largely 
for overseas visitors. 


Commodities Imported by Board of Trade 
Mr. Rhodes stated that the imported commodities purchased by 


the Board of Trade were softwood and mining timber from dollar 
and Eastern European countries ; plywood from dollar countries, 
Sweden, Finland and the U.S.S.R. ; raw jute and jute goods ; true 
hemp ; sulphur, pyrites, phosphate rock, superphosphates, basic slag 
and potash. Substantial contracts had been placed towards covering 
the expected need for dollar softwood during 1951, and contracts for 
true hemp were being negctiated in order to cover our 1951 require- 
ments. Our requirements of pyrites were covered until the end 
of 1951, but imports of sulphur depended on the allocations we 
obtained from the United States. Our fertilizers and fertilizer 
materials were covered in accordance with normal practices up to the 
end of the current fertilizer year. The remainder of the materials 
were being purchased where available in accordance with normal 
commercial practice. 


Cotton Supplies from the United States 


Asked to make a statement about supplies of raw cotton from the 
United States, Mr. Rhodes reminded the questioner that the President 
informed the House in answer to similar Questions on December 14 
that he was not satisfied that an adequate share of the United States 
crop had then been made available to us. Since that date we had 
been allocated a further 30,000 bales of United States cotton, and 
while this allocation was a welcome advance on the previous one, the 
total supplies of cotton allocated to us by the United States were still 
not regarded as adequate. We were pursuing further discussions 
with the United States authorities. 


Exports of Citrus and Other Fruits from United States 


The President was asked if he was aware that the General Agreement 
on Trade and Tariffs had been broken by the subsidies recently given 
to United States exports of citrus and other fresh, dried and canned 
fruit, and what action he was taking to protect Empire citrus exports 
from unfair competition. 

He replied that His Majesty’s Government were aware that the United 
States of America were making benefit payments in respect of exports 
of oranges, canned orange juice, and dried prunes and raisins, since 
the United States Government had, in accordance with their obliga- 
tions under Article XVI of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, notified the Contracting Parties of the extent and nature of 
these payments. If any contracting parties (including Common- 
wealth countries) felt that their interests were seriously prejudiced 
by the action of the United States, they might ask for discussion on 
the possibility of limiting these subsidies. 

He was not aware that they had injured Colonial interests ; they 
were in general limited to countries participating in the European 
Recovery Programme, and these countries were at present restricting 
their imports from the dollar area for balance of payments reasons. 


Use of Moleskin 


Asked whether it would be possible at a fairly early date to permit 
the manufacture of moleskin jackets from utility material, having 
regard to the desirability of providing coal deliverers with this type 
of protective clothing, the President replied that supplies of Utility 
moleskin cloth were short, and it could be made into jackets only at 
the expense of supplies of other kinds of moleskin garments such as 
trousers and breeches, for which the need from industrial and agri- 
cultural workers was greater. 


Strawboard Supplies for Bookbinding Industry 


Questioned about the maintenance of supplies of strawboard to 
the bookbinding industry, Mr. Rhodes replied that so long as the 
demand for board exceeded the supply the Board of Trade were 
relying on the manufacturers and distributors to give preference to 
essential needs. Particular attention had been drawn to the need to 
maintain reasonable supplies of strawboard to the bookbinding 
industry. It was hoped that the position would improve as the waste 
paper salvage drive got under way. 


Transhipment of Molybdenum to Russia 


In the House of Lords, a questioner asked whether His Majesty’s 
Government would issue a report of the circumstances in which the 
Industrial Speciality Company transhipped to Russia 50 tons of 
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molybdenum obtained from the United States, and whether measures 
had now been taken to prevent such practices in . 

Lord Lucas replied that the answer to the first part of the question 
was in the negative. ‘The only facts concerning this particular ship- 
ment about which the United Kingdom authorities could be certain 
were that 47 tons of molybdenite concentrate consigned by a United 
States firm to the firm in question arrived at the Royal Albert Dock 
on May 29, were off-loaded into barges and subsequently transferred 
to a Russian ship which left the Surrey Commercial Docks for 
Russia on July 1. Although the President of the Board of Trade had 
had enquiries made and there had been consultation with the United 
States Embassy, the facts as to the transactions between the various 
parties were still obscure. There was, however, no breach of any 
United Kingdom regulation, and His Majesty’s Government had no 
powers which would enable them to institute a compulsory investi- 
gation. The present position was that, with very few exceptions, 
goods may be transhipped in the United Kingdom (as in a number 
of other countries) without the necessity for import or export licence 
—an arrangement which had contributed to the maintenance of a 
very valuable entrepot trade. 

His Majesty’ s Government fully recognized, however, how im- 
portant it was to prevent evasion of strategic controls, and progress 
had been made since the question was raised on September 12. 
Arrangements had now been made with other governments whereby 
enquiries could be made and information exchanged as to the disposal 


and use in the receiving country of goods for which an application for 


an export licence to that country had been received. These arrange- 
ments should materially reduce the possibility of the transhipment 
of strategic materials. 

He added that the question of introducing transhipment controls, 
to which he referred on September 12, was remitted by the Govern- 
ments concerned for examination by their experts, and recommenda- 
tions had now been received. His Majesty’s Government were giving 
these recommendations their careful consideration. 


Underpayment of Postage on Correspondence 
for Abroad 


NUMEROUS complaints continue to be received from abroad 
regarding the underpayment of postage on correspondence posted 
in this country. In spite of intensive publicity measures a substantial 
proportion of letters due to be prepaid at the ‘‘foreign’’ surface rate 
of 4d. for the first ounce and 24d. for each additional ounce are being 
prepaid at the Commonwealth rate of 24d. for the first ounce and 1d. for 
each succeeding ounce; and large quantities of printed papers which 
are not eligible for transmission at the reduced Printed Papers Rate 
under the prescribed conditions, or which are not correctly super- 
scribed, are still being prepaid at the lower rate. 

The underpayment of postage causes the addressee much incon- 
venience and annoyance. Full details of the correct rates of postage 
may be obtained at any Post Office. 


New Inventions and Designs in the 1951 
Exhibitions 

‘THE BOARD of Trade have issued a certificate that all the official 
Festival Exhibitions are exhibitions for the purposes of Section 51 (2) 
of the Patents Act 1949 and of Section 6 (2) of the Registered Designs 
Act 1949 

This means that the display or use of any new invention or design 
with the consent of the inventor or the proprietor of the design, or the 
publication of any description of the invention or design in consequence 
of such display or use, will not invalidate the grant of a patent or 
registration if an application is made to the Patent Office by the 
inventor or proprietor not later than six months after the opening 
date of the Exhibition. 


Electrical Sign Manufacturers at Ministry of 
Fuel and Power 


A DEPUT'ATION it'rom the Electrical Sign Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion met the Parliamentary Secretary of the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power, Mr. Alfred Robens, on January 19, to discuss the problems 
arising out of the ban upon advertisement lighting. 

The Parliamentary Secretary assured the deputation that the ban 
was to be regarded as a temporary feature and was necessitated solely 
by the acute shortage of fuel. He undertook to meet the Association 
again during March further to discuss the matter.

In these appendices the particular causes of deterioration of build- 
ings and installations are analyzed, and appropriate protective and 
Preservative treatments are recommended, Information is given 
on the susceptibility of building materials to deterioration, in par- 
ticular of metals, timber, cement products, stones, clay, bricks and 
tiles, bituminous materials and paints. Other matters dealt with in 
the appendices are the effect of design upon the durability of materials, 
the classification of water supplies in relation to their effect upon 
metals, of ground, water and soil in relation to their effect upon 
concrete, and of atmospheric pollution conditions. 

The chapter includes tables giving approximate rates of corrosion 
of steel and of zinc coatings on steel, recommended protective 
measures for metals, and a classification of sulphate soil conditions 
affecting concrete, with recommended precautionary measures.

Japan’s exports of wool just before the war, however, were beginning 
to threaten some of our more important markets, such as China and 
India. Japanese production of woollens was late in developing and 
large home orders for military preparations permitted only a small 
export trade. Her output was, however, improving rapidly in quality 
and there was evidence that she was capable of becoming an important 
competitor in medium grade wool cloths and matt 9 In rayon, 
Japan increased her exports by 200 million yards between 1930 and 
1933, and with her low costs, ran away with the field in this new 
export trade. The one major British export industry which suffered 
severely from Japanese competition was cotton textiles. Comparing 
the average of the years 1928-29 and 1937-38, we find that United 
Kingdom exports declined from 3,800 million to 1,700 million square 
yards, whereas Japan’s exports increased from 1,600 million square 
yards to 2,400 million square yards. The United Kingdom’s per- 
centage of total world export trade in cotton textiles declined from 
44 per cent. to 26 per cent. during this period, whilst Japan’s rose 
from 19 per cent. to 39 per cent. 


Japanese Competition in U.K. Market 


Industries concerned with the manufacture of the following articles 
complained that Japanese goods were underselling them in the 
United Kingdom—toys, telescopes, shirts and collars, rubber foot- 
wear, silk piece-goods, hosiery, electric lamps. The rayon, brush and 
pottery industries indicated uneasiness. Imports of Japanese rubber 
boots and shoes rose from nothing in 1929 to half a million dozen 
pairs in 1932, accounting for 52 per cent. of the United Kingdom's 
imports of these products and 30 per cent. of the United Kingdom’s 
home market’s total consumption. Japan was responsible for nearly 
two-thirds (by value) of the United Kingdom’s total imports of

electric lamp bulbs in 1932, although these were, in fact, mainly 
flash lamp bulbs. 

Where manufacturers were not worried about the immediate impact 
of Japanese competition, they were more than apprehensive about the 
potential danger represented by the prices at which the eens 
could sell. United Kingdom silk piece-goods manufacturers alleged 
that the Japanese, after paying duty, could sell an article in the 
United Kingdom market which the British manufacturer could supply 
only at twice the price. The Japanese were selling at landed prices 
cotton hosiery at one-third of the price, and cotton underwear at 
one-half the price of the comparable British article. In some cases 
the price of the Japanese article was less than the cost of the yarn to 
the United Kingdom manufacturer, Telescope manufacturers 
complained el a py as a lm

Economic Outlook 


Japan is dependent on imports for 3 million tons out of a total 
food consumption of 8 million (37-5 per cent.) and is seriously deficient 
in a number of indispensable raw materials, such as cotton, iron ore, 
coking coal and mineral oils. The need to buy cotton for dollars 
coupled with the difficulty of dollar markets for her cotton 
manufactures constitutes her major foreign existing apart, 
of course, from her adverse balance of payments overall. 

Exports in 1949 were valued at $511 million, representing no more 
than 47 per cent. of the 1932-36 pan, site alread Se 0500 set 
cent. increase in prices. It is hoped that exports, visible and invisible, 
wl amount o R800 railing the yar ending une 1951, as 

t imports estimated at $1,000 million. 

“eThe United States have underwritten the deficit in Japan’s balance 
of payments since the surrender ( 1945) at a cost of 
$1, 500 million. The appropriation for the year ending June 1950 
was $425 million. For next year the Department of the Army has 
asked for $266 million only, a reduction of 37-4 per cent. American 
aid is to cease altogether after 1952. That is when Japan’s struggle 
for existence can be expected to begin in real earnest. 

The struggle will be intensified both by the closure, or virtual 
closure, of the immensely important Chinese market to Japan for 
some time to come, and by increasing industrialization in some of 
Japan’s other pre-war markets—India in particular, who, instead of 
taking large quantities of Japanese cotton goods, is now a serious 
rival in this United goods are therefore bound to 
encounter very strong Japanese competition, both in consumer and 
(increasingly) in capital goods, in the markets still open to the Japanese 
export trade. On the other hand, the Japanese Government have 
expressed their determination to set their faces against a recurrence 
of the unfair practices which characterized Japanese selling methods 
before the war.

The Economic Adviser in Chapter 4 of the Review provides sore 
useful information for business men visiting Japan. He points out 
that business men wishing to visit Occupied Japan must seek the 
permission of General Headquarters, Supreme Commander for the 
Allied Powers, through their own Governments or the Governments 
of the countries in which the companies they represent are registered. 
As regards the United Kingdom, applications should be made through 
the Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of 
Trade, Millbank, London, S.W.1. They will require to have im their 
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possession up-to-date certificates of inoculation and vaccination. 
For details of these requirements, enquiry should be made of the 
shipping or air line by which they will travel. Permission having 
been granted, business men are able to enter Japan for an indefinite 
period, but are required to obtain an exit permit from General 
Headquarters when leaving the country if their stay has been more 
than ninety days, 


Business men should provide themselves with at least three passport 
photographs and, on arrival, should report immediately to the local 
office of the Tourist and Service Division of General Headquarters 
and to the local Provost Marshal’s Office. A trader’s identity card 
will be issued by the latter. The Tourist and Service Division will 
provide a card to enable rations to be purchased at the Overseas 
Supply Store, which is especially operated to cater for the day to 
day needs of foreign traders. The Ex Economic Adviser also gives 
particulars of the Japanese-operated commercial hotels, under the 
supervision of the Tourist and Service Division of General Head- 
poy ew and which are situated in the principal business centres 
of Japan. 


Business men are permitted to bring their families to Japan on the 
occasion of their initial visit. Families can be accommodated at the 
official commercial hotels referred to above for a limited period 
depending upon the accommodation situation, but they will be 
Sopaptad to. cael rivate housing as soon as they can convenientl 
do so. There isa ite housing shortage and business men 
be advised to come to Japan alone in the first instance, and bring 
their families in later when they have made sure of suitable accom- 
modation.

Supply of Trade Literature to 
Eastern Europe 


(COMMERCIAL Counsellors at the British Embassies in Moscow 

and Warsaw, and the British Legations in Sofia, Bucharest and 
Budapest, report that they continue to receive from United Kingdom 
firms large amounts of commercial literature and trade circulars for 
trade promotion purposes. 


Owing to the situation m inese countries such trade promotion 
is not possible and though the Commercial Counsellors would like to 
express their appreciation for the material which has already been 
supplied to them, they suggest that this material could be put to 
better use in areas where private importers regularly consult the 
Commercial Secretariat’s catalogue library. A Special Register 
Service of Information Notice (MAR. 895 of August 31, 1950) 
called ‘“The Trade Organisation of the Eastern European Countries” 
deals with methods of trading with these countries, and the Com- 
mercial Counsellors will be very glad at any time to advise United 
Kingdom firms about the present foreign trade position of their 
country.

Franco-Italian Trade Agreement 


THE TEXT of the new Franco-Italian trade agreement, covering 

the period January 1, 1951, to December 31, 1951, was published 
in the French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’Industrie on 
December 14, 1950. 

The Agreement sets out five lists of quotas of goods to be imported 
from or exported to one contracting party by the other. It is stated 
that the quotas will be opened in half-yearly instalments, except in 
the case of quotas relating to seasonal products. The balance of any 
half-quota outstanding at the end of the first half-year will be carried 
forward to the second half-year. Some of the larger quotas in the 
five quota-lists are given below. All figures are in million French 
francs unless otherwise stated. The present exchange rate is 980 
French francs = £1. 


List A. French Exports to Italy 

The Italian authorities have undertaken to authorize the import, 
and the French authorities have undertaken to authorize the export, 
of certain goods from which import restrictions have not been removed 
by Italy as regards O.E.E.C. countries, up to the value or quantity 
stated. Among the quotas established under this heading are the 
following :— 

Dates (300); bananas (150); wines, aperitifs, cognac, armagnac, 
brandy and liqueurs, all in bottles (161); gas-oil (35,000 tons); 
fuel oil (15,000 tons); organic dyestuffs (350); hide for uppers

artificial fibres (100); cotton fabrics (130); net, lace, embroidery, 
guipure (125); rails and various re-rolled products (65,000 tons);

and accessories for the wine industry, automatic milking machines,

for the non-chemical extraction of olive oil, excluding~mill presses 
(100); passenger-carrying motor vehicles (100).

Exchange Control Relaxation in 
e . 
Scandinavia 

ENQUIRIES HAVE been received concerning the Treasury 

announcement of certain relaxations in Exchange Control relating 
to Norway, Sweden and Denmark, announced in the Board of Trade 
Journal on December 9. Although Scandinavian currencies need no 
longer be offered for sale to an authorized dealer, payments to 
Scandinavia in these currencies or in sterling may not be made 
without the permission of the United Kingdom Exchange Control. 

Currency declarations (Form C.D.3) will no longer normally be 
required provided that the ultimate destination of exported goods is 
in Norway, Sweden or Denmark (including the Faroe Islands and 
Greenland). Exporters must, however, continue to obtain payment 
in the prescribed manner unless permission to do otherwise has been 
given. This concession in respect of Forms C.D.3 may, however, be 
withdrawn at the discretion of the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise in respect of goods consigned to specified ports or to or from 
specified traders. 

Pre-entry and export licensing requirements remain unchanged. 

Denmark is added to the countries included in the Transferable 
Account Area. 


Sterling Releases to Israel 


IT HAS been agreed between His Majesty’s Government and the 
Government of Israel that the sterling now remaining on Israel’s 
blocked accounts shall be released over the next two years, in amounts 
of £7 millions and £6-7 millions respectively. It has also been agreed 
that in case of need the second year’s releases may be anticipated by 
the Government of Israel to the extent of not more than £2 millions. 

As in 1950; charitable remittances may be made to Israel in 1951 
up to a limit of £2-25 millions. 

The Repatriation of funds in Israel belonging to former British 
residents will continue to be allowed within reasonable limits. 


Greece and Austria Enter the Transferable

A RESOLUTION by the Monetary Board of the Bank of Paraguay, 
dated November 27, 1950, authorizes the transfer of all imports, other 
than flour, wheat, petrol and fuel oils, from the exchange groups in 
which they were previously classified to the immediately following 
groups.

Chile 
Import of Goods against Sale or Export of Gold 


DECREE NO. 1548 of December 22, 1950, published in the Diario 
Oficial on January 4, 1951, provides for a further number of items to 
be added to the list of goods published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on August 19, 1950 (page 421), which may be imported into Chile 
against the sale or export of Gold. They are as follows :— 

Private passenger cars, station wagons, fully assembled lorries and 
vans complete with normal equipment, whose cost ex-works must 
not exceed U.S. $1,500 (£535) in accordance with official prices to 
distributors. 


The following accessories are also included in the said list :— 


Special motor horns, bumper overriders, spare cigarette lighters 
(motor car), spare mirrors (motor car), heaters (motor car), spot- 
lights, fog-lights, loose seat covers, extra small lights, spare windscreen 
wipers, reversing lights, number-plate embellished frames, hat- 
racks (motor car), motor car radios and their components, including 
aerials, converters and tubes (valves), traffic indicators, petrol caps 
with keys, dashboard fans, polarized screens, projecting sun screens, 
special steering wheels.

Dominican Republic Import Restrictions 


THE Government of the Dominican Republic have, in view of the 
present international situation, imposed control on the importation, 
distribution and sale of the following items :— 


All motorized vehicles and their spare parts. 
Mechanized equipment in general and spare parts. 
Tyres and tubes for vehicles. 

Steel in all forms. 

Rolling stock. : 

All electrical equipment and accessories. 

The regulations are designed to avoid hoarding and speculative 
buying. 

The Control Body will not be subject to appeals against its 
decisions. It has been given full powers to control and fix maximum 
prices and to exact information concerning stocks and sales of the 
above-mentioned articles. 


The new law also prohibits the Customs authorities from despatch- 
ing any of these goods without presentation of the corresponding 
permit issued by the Control Body. In the allocation of permits, 
preference will always be given to agricultural and industrial plant.
